Also speaki in opposition 
were Joe Laponis and his moth- 
er, Anna, who own the law of- 
fic@ buflding to the east of the 
proposed restaurant. “‘We don’t 
want to be sandwiched in be- 
tween two restaurants,” she 
said, She was referring to be- 
ing between Uncle John’s and 
MacDonald’s, which is east of 
the law offices, 

Councilman Zella Stone said, 
“Sooner or later we have to 
face something going in there, 
and there is a real need for a 
family-type restaurant in town,”’ 
Mayor Gibson was opposed to 
the restaurant. He said, “‘It’s 
the best corner in Upland and | 
don’t like to see it go to the

Our Man In Washington 


By BILL KENNEDY 


WASHINGTON - One of the most important parts of President 
Nixon’s crime legislation is that dealing with “preventive detention” 
where certain persons accused of violent crimes may be kept in jail 
until their trial, 


This is necessary because a large percentage of all crimes are 
committed by persons who are free awaiting trial for other crimes. 
But there are some groups - mostly of the liberal-Democratic hue - 
who are fighting this legislation, 


In asking for the legislation, President Nixon declared, “Increasing 
numbers of crimes are being committed persons already indicted 
for earlier crimes, but free on pre-trial release, Many are being 
— two, three, even seven times for new offenses while awaiting 
trial, 


Coupled with Nixon’s “preventive detention’? proposal is other 
legislation to make for more speedy trials, Andunder the “preventive 
detention” clause, a suspect could be held no longer that 60 days 
and even then, only after certain rigid requirements had been met. 


HERE ARE some statistics supplied by the Justice Department - 
between July, 1966 and June, 1967, 35 per cent of the defendants 
indicted for robbery and released before trial were reindicted for 
later felonies, In 1968 when 557 persons were indicted for robbery 
(in Washington, D.C.), nearly 70 per cent of those released before 
trial were rearrested and charged with later offenses, 


The “preventive detention’ legislation, coupled with provisions 
for speedy trials would, on the face of it, al way in reducing 
crime. Under Nixon’s proposal, the accuse eonia be held only after 
a full-scale hearing and only after it was determined that the defendant 
was a Clear danger to the community. 


nts Of this legislation offer no alternative to “‘preventive 
detention” and the only one evident seems to be releasing the defendant 
with the resulting threat to public safety. 


These opponents are attacking the proposed legislation on con- 
stitutional grounds - the Eighth Amendment, Due Process and the 
Presumption of Innocence - and none appear valid, 


ALMOST EVERY columnist is a shirt-tail lawyer, or thinks he 
ao one this one is no exception, So a look at these arguments is in 
order: 


The Bighth Amendment says that “Excessive bail shall not be 
required and opponents of the Nixon proposal contend that 
these words establish the “right” to bail, Some constitutional lawyers 
appear more correct when they say that this clause provides that 
bail shall not be excessive in cases where it is proper to grant bail, 


The argument is further deflated when one notes that bail is not 
compulsory where the punishment may be death, Andeven the la uage 
of ¢ Amendment does not say that all arrests are bailable, 


If the Eighth Amendment did establish the absolute right to bail, 
how could Congress create exceptions simply by sr offenses 
that carry the death sentence? Nowhere does the Sighth Amendment 
authorize exception for capital offenses, 


DUE PROCESS is met under the Nixon proposal by the hearing 
of record which must establish “substantial pone that the 
accused did commit the crime in question, T _< even beyond 
the “probable cause”’ doctrine now in vogue for holding defendants, 


The stiffest opposition to the president’s anti-crime legislation is 
coming in the House of Representatives, Some are wanting to “bargin’® 
on the legislation - hold out for home rule for the District of Columbia 
and giving the district a representative in the Congress, 


The over-riding issue is, of course, the ultimate objective of the

Helen Nylander--a ‘bugged’ 


Helen K. Nylander isn’t a 
squeamish woman, Things like 
cockroaches, mice and termites 
don’t bother her at all. They've 
been a very big part of her life 
since 1943. But little did she 
know what lay in store for her 
when she married Garwood B. 
Warders in 1928, 

Mr. and Mrs. Warders moved 
to Fresno from Illinois in 1938, 
From Fresno they came to the 
Pomona Valley area, Friends 
told them, “If you want to be 
successful, open a business in 
Upland.”” And the Warders did 
just that. 

In 1943 they established Anti- 
mite Associates, a pest control 
business, on 2nd Avenue in Up- 
land, Mrs. Warders could have 
sat at home, but unlike many 
housewives, she pitched in and 
worked side-by-side with her 
husband. 

But eg ote touched the life 
of Helen Warders with the death 
of her husband in 1957. Deciding 
that Mr. Warders would have 
wanted her to continue the busi- 
ness, she did and became the 
first woman to hold a Structural 
Pest Control License in the state 
of California, 

As Antimite grew and became 
incorporated in 1959, Helen found 
herself president of the company.

In 1961 she 
designed and built the Antimite 
building at the present 6th Avenue 
location. 

If building a successful busi- 
ness is a full-time job, Mrs, 
Nylander wasn’t aware of the 
fact. Her list of club member- 
ships and civic activities are 
unsurpassed by many long-time 
Upland residents. 

Antimite has sponsored a pony 
league and little league baseball 
team since 1954, Mrs. Nylander 
is a past director of the Upland 
Chamber of Commerce, She has 
served on the City Beautification 
Committee and is currently a 
director of the Upland Housing 
Authority.

Census time here again 


Every 10 years Amer- 
icans take a good look at 
themselves to reinforce 
the platform of facts on 
which to base plans for 
the future course of the 
Nation. 


The occasion is the 
census of population and 
housing conducted once 
each decade as required 
by the Constitution. The 
19th in a series stretch- 
ing back without interrup- 
tion to 1790 will be tak- 
én om April 1, notes the 
Bureau of the Census. 


Responsibie for the 
census is the Bureau of 
the Census, US, Depart- 
ment of Commerce. The 
count will be conducted 
from 395 temporary 
bureau district offices 
throughout the United 
States, each of which will 
cover an area containing 
approximately 500,000 
persons, District offices 
began opening on Jan. 19. 


The census tells us 
what we are as a Nation 
and is a necessary stock- 
taking. History has shown 
us to be a practical peo- 
ple, busy in the pursuit 
of our concerns, and we 
need a careful look at 
ourselves at regular in- 
tervals. The census will 
throw light on all the 
changes that have taken 
place in recent years. 


For the average Amer- 
ican, the census will be 
a simple exercise. The 
government asks that he 
devote a few minutes to 
answer questions about 
himself and his housing. 
The questions will be on 
= forms that will 

sent by mail to each 
household, 


For 80 percent of the 
households there will be 
about 23 questions that 
require perhaps 15 min- 
utes to answer, Fifteen 
minutes every 10 years 
igs not a heavy burden. 
For the other 20 percent 
of the households, there 
will be an average of 69 
questions that will re- 
quire about 45 minutes. 


It is impossible to 
overstate the importance 
of taking these few min- 
utes to put the facts on 
record. Crucial deci - 
sions affecting every per- 
son in the Nation depend 
upon the accuracy and 
completeness of the cen- 
sus, To begin with, po- 
litical power hinges on the 
census count: official 
population figures are 
used to determine the fair 
apportionment of seats in 
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prices, and we offer only QUALITY LINES! 


the Congress as well as 
in State and local legis- 
lative bodies. Further, 
Federal funds are dis - 
tributed locally on the 
basis of census popula- 
tion figures. 


Government leaders 
from the highest Federal 
authorities to local offi- 
Clals plan and develop 

rograms involving bil - 
ions of dollars on the 
basis of what the cen- 
sus tells of the charac- 
teristics of people and 
their housing. And the 
same holds for non-gov- 
ernment leaders respon- 
sible for the stewardship 
of our many enterprises. 


President Nixon has 
said of the census: “Even 
as our population has 
grown in size over the 
decades, #0 the functions 
of the regular census also 
have expanded, Today, 
we are interested not only 
in an accurate counting 
of heads but also ina bet- 
ter description of our so- 
Clal condition, We know 
that unless a people can 
be adequately informed 
about their present, they 
cannot make intelligent 
judgements about their 
future,”’ 


For the individual, the 
census is secret, No in- 
dividual need fear that he 
is exposing himself to 
public view, The answers 
he gives about himself 
and his housing are held 
in strictest confidence. 
Census employees are 
forbidden by law from 
disclosing any fact about 
a person and would be 
subject to heavy fine or 
imprisonment for a vio- 


lation of the law. in 
processing, facts about 
individuals are added in 
various ways resulting in 
Statistical totals that de- 
pict the state of the na- 
tion. 


Change has even af- 
fected the mode of taking 
the 1970 census. This 
year, the 65 million U.S. 
households can be their 
own census takers, Each 
household will recieve a 
census questionnaire by 
mail on or about March 
28 and will be asked to 
fill it our as of Aprii 1 
according to enclosed in- 
structions. The number 
of questions asked will 
be on the average the 
fewest of any census in 
the past century. 


in most of the large 
metropolitan areas, 
people will be asked to 
mail completed question- 
naires back to their cen- 
sus district offices in a 
brown post-paid envelope 
provided for the purpose, 
The envelope and form 
with all questions an- 
swered should be mailed 
on April 1. These peo- 
ple need not see a cen- 
sus taker unless they re- 
turn the form incomplete, 
neglect to return it at all, 
or ask for assistance. 


In the remainder of the 
Nation, people will be 
asked ro fill out the form 
on April 1 and hold it 
until it is picked up by a 
census taker, 


About 185,000 rempor- 
ary workers will be hired 
by the Bureau to take the 
census.

16 per cent increase in its 
adoptive parent applica- 
tions, Nor is the present 
availability of service 
considered enough to fully 
handle the two-sided 
need; those of the children 
relinquished and those of 
couples who want to adopt, 

This past year for the 
first time, under 1968 


legislation, the State of 
California established an 
adoptions office of its own 
in ta Rosa to serve 
counties in that area as 
yet unable to establish 
their own public adoption 
agencies, Another such 
state unit will probably 
be put into operation this 
year, with the location not 
yet determined, The 
eventual aim is to have 
either a atate or county 
public adoption service 
available throughout the 
$8 counties of California, 

Adoption agencies have 
had to overcome misun- 
deratandings which have 
rown up around them, 
ye myth, for example,

community ethice and an 
improving knowledge of 
the program are gradual- 
ly disproving such myths, 
although the fact remains 
that economically disad- 
vataged families still 
find it a problem to adopt, 

A new state “pilot” 
program called Aid for 
Adoption is expected to 
help lower-income fami- 
lies, Under this program, 
a family which has much 
to offer children but is not 
able tocarry the expenses 
of adoption and the first 
couple of years of an in- 
fant’s life can secure 
temporary financial aid, 
Help can be provided un- 
der this pilot plan for not 
more than three years, 
requiring assurance that 
after that the family will 
be able to maintain it- 
self and the adopted child, 


Casa Colina gives teen-ager 
a new lease on life 


POMONA- Glenn Mil- 
ler has recovered his fu- 
ture! Glenn, 18 haa been 
a patient at Casa Colina 
Hospital in Pomona for 
the past two months, un- 
dergoing intensive rehab- 
ilitative therapy following 
an auto accident last Sept- 
ember on the Riverside 
Freeway. 

Glenn will now live at 
home and report to the 
hospital daily for the 
therapies which are re- 
newing hie energies and 
reactivating damaged 
muscles, For Glenn’s 
parents, Mr, and Mra, 
Glenn (Bud) Miller, 3326 
Mural Drive, Pomona, 
thia step in Glenn's re- 
covery is one more of 
the almost miraculous 
events of the past six 
months, 

Glenn, was a star ath- 
lete at Claremont High 
School, where his father 
is a coach, 

He expected to continue 
his track Interests and 
other athletics at Citrus 
College, Azusa, where. he 
was registered for Fall 
classea in 1969, 

But Glenn never began 
hie college work, Return- 
ing from the beach early 
in September wiih several 
frienda and his aister, 
Peggy, Glenn was in- 
volved in an accident 
which demolished the 
car he was driving, His 
friends and aister re- 
ceived only minor abra- 
sions, but Glenn's injur- 
fea - to both body and 
brain - were massive, 

Rushed to the Martin 
Luther Hospital in Ana- 
heim, physicians and sur- 
geons acted promptly, but 
expectations were that he 
couldn’t live through the 
night, He was in deep 
coma, his skull fractured, 
his right side paralyzed, 
his left leg badly frac- 
tured, 

But by morning, the 
spark of life still flick- 

ered, As his parents 
report, at first he seemed 
to live hour by each hour, 
then a night 
by each night, He fay 
motionless in coma, un- 
knowing, uncaring, Med- 
icine and prayer were 
constantly mingled in his 
behalf, When Glenn 
opened his eyea from his 
deep sleep of two weeks, 
he could not speak, rec- 
ognized no one, and 
seemed neither to hear 
nor realize what was go- 
ing on around him, 

The doctors, nurses 
and his parents constant- 
ly watched Glenn for some 
signs of returning intel- 
ligence, 

ate in October, Glenn 
turned his head one day 
to watch a televised 
sports event, and seemed 
to follow the play with 
interest for a brief mom- 
ent, Although he was still 
without the power of 
speech, his parents felt 
Glenn recognized them - 
sometimes, He began to 
feed himself with his left 
hand, He could sit up 
in a wheel chair for a 
time each day, 

At about the same time 
he began to show an in- 
terest in the hundreds of 
cards which friends had 
gent, 

His parents were 
cheered and hopeful, But 
there were questions 
which could not be an- 
swered . .. . whether 
er not Glenn would ever 
recover the ability to 
speak, whether he would 

ain the use of his right 
side, whether he would 
recover his personality, 
his intelligence, whether 
he would ever be able to 
run again - indeed, 
_whether he would ever 
stand or walk, 


It was obvious, how- 
ever, that unless concen- 
trated and comprehensive 
aerate occupational 

speech therapies 
were begun at once, 
Glenn’s muscles might be 
impaired irrevocably, 

Glenn’s parenta ap- 

aled to Casa Colina 
Jospital, Could the re- 
habilitative hospital in 
Pomona, famous for re- 
storing and renewing life 
damaged by disease or 
accident, help their son 
walk, speak, run, think? 

Casa Colina agreed to 
try. Since Casa Colina 
accepta as patients only 
those who can benefit 
from rehabilitative ther- 
apy, Glenn’s acceptance 
there was wonderful 
news, 

According to Daniel J, 
Feldman, M.D,, clinical 
director of Casa Colina, 
three hundred or more 
inpatients are treated 
each year at the rehabil- 
{tative facility, where new 
approaches to the prob- 
lems of disability are 
bringing hopeful results, 
Together with physical 
restoration, paychologi - 
cal and vocational ther- 
aplea make total rehabil- 
itasion possible, Some 
of the patients are acci- 
dent victims - like Glenn 


Miller, 

Others suffer from 
strokes, spinal cord 
damage, inflammatory 


disease such as rheuma- 
toid arthritis, or degen- 
erative disease such as 
muscular dystrophy, 
Some may require braces 
or artificial limbs, or 
other special appliances, 


The rest of Glenn’s 
way ia the happiest kind 
of history, Arthur Mad- 
orsky, M,D,, clinical as- 
sociate of Casa Colina, 
has guided Glenn’s re- 
habilitation program, 
For weeks Glenn was un- 
responsive, passive, No 
one was willing to pre- 
dict that Glenn could or 
would talk ~ ever or that 
his speech, if he did re- 
cover the ability, would 
be intelligent, Mind and 
speech might be forever 
uncoordinated, 

But quite unexpectedly, 
while working with his 
speech therapist, Mrs. 
Marilyn Gogolin, Glenn 
began to make words - 
intelligent words, recog~ 
nizing objects in photos 
placed before him, It 
was a most exciting day 
at the hospital as the 
word passed from depart- 
ment to department 
“Glenn Miller can talk!’ 
Glenn's future looked bet- 
ter, 

As his comprehension 
and speech improved 
daily, he became better 
able to cooperate with 
the therapists guiding his 
physical restoration pro- 

ram, Though still wear- 
ng the toe-to-hip cast 
on his left leg, he be- 
came eager to walk, With 
exercise and therapy, his 
right leg lost its paraly- 
sis, He was reluctant 
to use his nerve-dam 
right arm, however, 
cause of the pain in move- 
ment, 

A crowd of school 
friends gathered around 
him daily; his free time 
was never lonely, His 
sense of humor began to 
return, When depression 
threatened, or frustra- 
tion, his friends and par- 
ents were there to en- 
courage, to tease, tO COM= 
fort, to scold, 

n Glenn could see 
that strength was return- 
ing to his arms and leg, 
he began to plan his f= 
ture, He wanted to run 

ain, But he could not 
without a good right arm 
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to swing, He began ther- 
apy in earnest... walk- 
ing (even while wearing 
the heavy cast) with the 
help of the therapists and 
eee bars, exercising 
is right arm intensively 
in spite of pain, working 
in occupational therapy 
to strengthen and coor- 
dinate the use of his fin- 
ers, He joined freely 
n conversation, played 
pool and cheered other 
patients along, 

Glenn’s extended stay 
at Martin Luther Hospi- 
tal in Anaheim and his 
months of inpatient stay 
at Casa Colina, in addi- 
tion to the perce out- 
patient work over the next 
several months, have re- 
quired major financial 
considerations, His 
church family, his school 
friends and his medical 
insurance have helped his 
parents bear the exten- 
sive expenses related to 
his care, 

Those in need of long 
term therapy often need 
special financial assist- 
ance to complete their 
rehabilitation, For this 
reason, approximately 
one-quarter of Casa Co- 
lin’s working capital is 
provided by donations of 
friends of the hospital 
- corporations, founda - 
tions and individuals in- 
terested in seeing the dis- 
abled and handicapped re- 
gain useful life, 


Casa Colina aids any- 
one, anywhere, regard- 
leas of race, creed, or 
financial means if the pa~ 
tlent can benefit by the 
hospital’s program of 
therapy, 

The total rehabilitative 
program which has re- 
newed Glenn Miller's life 
includes both physical and 
psychological disciplines, 
While physical, occupa - 
tional ied speech thera- 
pies were major elements 
of Glenn’s program, each 
patients’ needs are indi- 
vidually patterned, 
Whenever feasible, the 
patient participates inthe 
planning, 

The team work of phy- 
sicians, surgeons, nur-_ 
ses, therapists and aides 
makes possible a con- 
certed effort to alleviate 
disability and handicap, 
When indicated, voca- 
tional guidance and eval- 
uation, emotional counse- 
ling, and avocational gui- 
dance may be included 
in the patients’ program, 
Parents also participate 
in the counseling pro- 
gram, 

Glenn has many months 
of special therapy ahead 
at Casa Colina, Excer- 
cises for home use will 
be recommended also, 


As an outpatient, Glenn 
will come to the hospital 
several days a week for 
therapy guidance, 


When Glenn left the 
hospital the other day, he 
said quietly, but with a 
big grin and a glint in 
his eye, “‘Guess where 
I'm going tonight? I’m 
gi to the Claremont- 

nita basketball game 
with the gang!’

ted by Caucasian 
families, 

Inroads are also being 
made on another oid prob- 
lem, In 1969 the Legis- 
lature passed a law mak- 
ing it possible for chil- 
dren with remedial phy- 
sical defects to be eligible 
for Crippled Children’s 
Services even though 
adopted, and regardless 
of the income ofthe adop- 
tive parents, The child 
born with physical prob- 
lems is often difficult to 
place; families well able 
to support a child can be 
financially wrecked by the 


costs of such things as 
open-heart surgery, for 
example, This new law 
will open the door to adop- 
tion for many such chil- 
dren, 

Throughout the adop- 
tions program, however, 
the overriding point af- 
ter 21 years is that for- 
midable gaps remain be- 
tween supply and demand, 
Although the situation 
varies in different locali- 
ties, statewide the sup- 
ply of families is low for 
children with minority 
backgrounds, children 
with handicaps, and chil- 
dren beyond the age of 
infancy, 

One vehicle for bridg- 
ing the gaps is the Adop- 
tion Resource Referral 


Center (ARRC), Estab- 


lished in 1957, it began 
as a voluntary program 
by which an agency inone 


county having a child 

a special type of 
home not available local- 
ly can r er the child 
with the center for pos- 
sible placement else- 
where, 

It works the other way 
with families seeking 4@ 
particular type of child 
who might be found in an- 
other locality, Registra- 
tion with the ARRC be- 
came mandatory in 1969, 

A benefit not generally 
understood in t adop- 
tions program is that of 
counseling and services 
available to people who 
are only considering 
adoption as a possibility. 
The doors of the adoption 
agency are open to any 
parent who needs help in 
planning for a child, with 
adoption just one of the 
alternatives to be consid- 
ered, A girl is not pres- 


sured by an adoption 
ency to give up her 
d for adoption, What- 
ever her decision, she is 
helped to get medical at- 
tention, to handle any le- 
gal problems, and work 
out the plan she decides 


on. 

In the same way, people 
considering adoption can 
talk over with the agency 
what adoption means, and 
decide whether this is 
something they want to 
enter into, 

Working together, pub- 
lic and private adoption 
services in California 
have already come a long 
way. They anticipate 
great progress in the 
years to come inthe bene- 
ficial business of bringin 
together children an 
people who want them,
